Q.-My son has been discharged 
from the armed forces. May I still 
obtain canning sugar coupons for 
him? 


A. Yes you may obtain canning 
sugar coupons for your son. Applica- 
tion must be made before October 31 
at either the local ration board or the 
ration office.

Q.. Has there been a lifting ef re- 
strictions by the Wartime Prices and 
Trade Board on value limitations of 
deliveries, time limit of return of 
goods, refunds and exchanges ? 

A.-- Effective October 30 each re 
tailer may establish his own value 
limitations on deliveries and time 
limits on returns, refunds and ex 
changes. The general restriction 
limiting retail deliveries to one per 
day per route remains in force,

Q.-I need a new tire for my bicycle 
but I understand that bicycle tires 
are rationed and that I can get one 
only with a permit. Is this true? 

A. No, bicycle tires are not 
rationed. You may purchase a new 
one if you turn over a used bicycle 
tire to your dealer,

Q.--Must landlords use a Wartime 
Prices and Trade Board form when 
netice is being given to the tenants 
to vacate? 

A.--In presenting notice to vacate 
landlords must use a form provided 
by the Prices Board. Made out in 
triplicate, one form must be filed with 
the Prices Board, one given to the 
tenant and one kept by the landlord, 
himself.
